According to Anlidch Re-Development 
Commission Chairman Mike Warren, work 
will begin pn the new mall project within 10 
days.

. The commission expects the project to be 
completed by July 31 . 

"We are very concerned that we complete 
this first stage in the proper fashion/'' 
Warren said. He pointed out that this is just 
the first link in a series of projects the 
redevelopment commission will be carrying 
out to boost the economic base of Antioch. 
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out to boost the economic base of Antioch. 

Commission members expect the project 
to accomplish three goals: 

1) To provide off-street parking for 
shoppers. 

2) To provide all-day parking for local 
commuters 

3) To provide a large, open area for 
community projects such as the R.V., Boat, 
and Auto Show. 

The, commission . is also .developing a 
pedestrian walkway Off the mall. They in- 
tend to put in a. gazebo that will have a 
directory identifying local retail shops. 

In their continuing efforts to draw new 
retail stores to the Antioch business com- 
munity, the commission will be developing 
and sending out information and brochures 
on the downtown area. 

"Of course, we are very supportive of the 
Chamber of Commerce and work in close 
cooperation with them," Warren said. 

Another project that may be in the wings is 
formation of an economic development 
corporation. Such a corporation could make 
the Village of Antioch eligible for certified 
city status. That certification would open up 
the possibility of designating some areas as 
'enterprise zones, ■ which would offer new 
businesses a temporary federal tax break 
under certain conditions.

At the Antioch Town Meeting, Twp. Road 
Commissioner Mark Ring requested 
creation of a building and equipment fund 
that would have a maximum tax rate of three 
and a half cents per $100 of assessed 
valuation. The proposal was approved by a 
vote of 19-2. 

Explaining why he requested this, Ring 
said that in previous years, money for equip- 
ment came out of the blacktop fund. "We can 
blacktop three and a half miles worth of 
roads each year if we don't have to buy 
equipment," Ring said. 

Emphasizing that money would not be 
levied for. the fund every year. Ring said that 
he felt it was very important to keep up with 
blacktopping needs. If the township keeps up 
the condition of the roads, it is both more con- 
venient for the citizens and less expensive 
than letting a road get into bad shape and 
-having to do a major job of rehabilitation.-^ 

"We will levy money for the fund this 
. year," Ring said, "because we have an old 
one-ton truck that we want to trade for a two 
and a half-ton model. That will give us five 
good trucks. It will help make snow removal 
go quicker." 

For years in which money is levied, it will 
add no* more than $7 to the tax bill of the 
. average homeowner (figured on an average 
"home value of $60,000) . 

Through this measure, the township will be 
able to get. new equipment- when needed 
without cutting into the resurfacing 
program:

The spat over who 
supported whom for county clerk appears, 
like an iceberg, to be the public tip of a much 
larger struggle for control of 'the Antioch 
Republican party.

Citing an insufficient number of : 
signatures, the Lake County, the Lake 
County Regional Board of School Trustees 
denied a petition of detachment from Warren 
Twp. High School April 14. 

A group of petitioners from Millburn 
School Dist. 24 was seek detachment from 
Warren and annexation to Antioch High 
School. 

Thomas Robinson, an attorney for the 
Waukegan law firm of Snyder, Clarke, 
Dalziel & Johnson, said that the petition does 
not meet slate law requiring two-thirds of 
registered voters sign the petition. 

"The board acted decisively and ap- 
propriately," Robinson said after the 6-1' vote 
at the Lake County ( Courts Building. in 
Waukegan. 

The courtroom was nearly filled with 65 
pro-Warren persons, who applauded when 
the vote was cast. 

Robinson said the petitioners needed 156 
registered voters and the March 21 petition 
had 141. 

.One issue at the meeting arose, over 
whether or not the county's voter 
registration list from County Clerk Linda" 
Hess was up to date. 

"The problem is defining just who is 



registered. There is not an up-to-date list 

available. People who died or moved away 

are still listed as registered voters," Bernard 

Wysocki, an attorney for the petitioners, 

said. 
Robinson said his office had sent notice to 

the petition 's "Committee Of Ten" April 11 

explaining why the petition is invalid. 

Robinson said that there are 234 registered 
voters on Hess' list as of date of filing the 
petition. 

Wysocki countered his side should have 
had more lime to examine the challenge, but 
the board denied the request. 

Warren board of education president John 
Nosch, who attended the meeting, expressed 
satisfaction with the vote. ' 

"I think Warren High School is a darn good 
high school. When you start allowing areas 
on the outside of your boundaries to leave, 
where does it all end&" Nosch said. 

Wysocki" said petitioners will examine the 
updated voter registeratioh list and then 
decide whether or not to resubmit one this 
summer.

Left, Right; LaRouche Always The Extremist

Illinois Democratic officials have charac- 
terized the unexpected primary election vic- 
tories of two Lyndon LaRouche-backed 
nominees on the statewide ticket as "a tragic 
mistake." Mark Fairchild, now the party's 
candidate for lieutenant governor, and 
Janice Hart, selected for secretary of state, 
are both disciples of LaRouche. 

Fairchild defeated State Sen. George 
Sangmeister, who was gubernatorial 
nominee Adlai Stevenson's choice, for 
lieutenant, governor. While the candidates 
for governor and lieutenant governor are 
nominated separately in the March primary, 
they run together in the general election. A 
Nov. 4 victory for Stevenson .would thrust 
Fairchild into the office of lieutenant gover- 
nor. Fairchild would be first in line to suc- 
ceed Stevenson if he vacated the. gover- 
norship. 

Hart beat Aurelia Pucinski, the party's 
slated candidate for secretary of state and 
the daughter of a controversial Chicago 
alderman. The Fairchild-Hart nominations 
will jeopardize the entire Democratic ticket. 
Four years ago, former U.S. Sen. Adlai 
Stevenson lost to GOP Governor Jim Thorn- 
, pson by only 5,074 votes out of 3.6 million cast 
in the election. Stevenson has denounced the 
two LaRouche candidates as "Neo-Nazis." 

Who is Lyndon LaRouche, Jr.? His present 
organization is the National Democratic 
Policy Committee. It is unaffiliated with the 
regular Democratic Party. LaRouche has 



been an extremist on both ends of the 
political spectrum. He was associated with 
the communist and Marxists until he 
developed his current ultraconservative 
organization. 

The 63-year-old LaRouche was an Army 
medic during World War II. He discarded the

pacifism (opposition to war) of his Quaker 
parents. LaRouche switched from one left- 
wing faction to another after the war. He 
joined the Trotskyist Socialist Workers Par- 
ty in 1948. In the mid-60's, LaRouche 
organized the New York Labor Committee, 
which was connected with the Students for a 
Democratic Society (SDS) . 

In a split with the SDS, LaRouche renamed 
his group the National Caucus of Labor Com- 
mittees. After living in West Germany for a 
time, LaRouche began a rapid shift to the 
right. The former Leftist began to teach that 
capitalism would be overthrown within a 
decade through pro-communist con-' 
spiracies. LaRouche has run in every 
presidential election since 1976. Despite 
raising $3 million, campaigning in a dozen 
Democratic presidential primaries and 
making nine half-hour presentations on 



national tv, LaRouche garnered just 150,000 
votes in 1964, Four years earlier, he received 
just one percent of the total Democratic 
presidential primary vote. 

The LaRouche movement advocates man- 
datory ADDS testing for everyone, makes an- 
ti-Semitic noises, denounces national leaders 



as traitors and explains national and in- 
ternational affairs in terms of sinister con- 
spiracies. Next week, we will learn 'why 
columnist and television commentator Tom 
Braden has proclaimed LaRouche "the 
champion loose nut of American politics."

After Wisconsin's democratic 

legislators (backed by liquor lob- 
byists) stalled the drinking age raise 
proposal during the regular session of the 
legislature, Earl called a special session for 
May 21 to vote on the age raise: ' 

With the age raise popular with residents, 
municipal governments, law enforcement 
agencies, the surrounding states, an just 
about everyone except the Wisconsin Tavern 
League and other liquor lobbyists, the age 
raise is expected to pass. 

The tavern league has warned that 100s of 
Wisconsin's 6,000 bars and millions of dollars 
in tax monies will be lost by the age raise. 



Liquor lobbyists also claim that sales tax 
to be lost will amount to 70 times that of the 
road aids. 

Expressing worry over teens social lives, 
the lobbyists are expected to make a counter 
legislative proposal allowing teens to go into 
bars to drink soft drinks and socialize. 

The approach of the next election when he 
and other legislators could suffer at the polls 

if the popular age raise does not go through is 
also considered to be a factor in Eatrls 
change of mind. 

If the age raise passes the Wisconsin 
legislature, it will then be up to the Iowa 
Legislature to. follow suit, making the age- 
raise unanimous in those state plus Illinois, 
Michigan and Minnesota.

First, survey your 
house from the 
outside.

Note any 
missing or sun dried 
caulk especially on 
the south side of your 
house.

Caulk is a flexible sealant designed to fill cracks and 
gaps in fixed joints of a house. One tube will nil about 25 
feet of a narrow W crack or two small windows. In home 
centers arid hardware stores you'll find a variety of caulks 
to choose from, but don't let that scare you. Ordinary 
latex caulk is easy to use and cleanup, and a good bet for 
the first time user.

Check the label to see if the caulk can be painted, 
how long it takes to dry, the type thinner recommended 
for cleanup and what the temperature requirements are.

Let's give your elected officials some 
credit where credit is due. They were elected 
to serve the village. Protecting it goes along 
with that. 

When Victory Hospital approached Lake 
Villa, they were advised that sewer and 
water would be a problem, The sewer plant 
was nearing capacity and an additional well 
and water tower were already in need. Along 
came phase 1 a. which started as an ex- 
tended care facility. It is now a 120 bed nur- 
sing home at about $8 million dollars to con- 
struct. Also phase lb. is introduced at a 
building cost of $11 million. 

When discussion on contributing to help 
upgrade our system we were getting $50,000 
for a new well and building (plus other con- 
tributions). However, we would have to add 
to the $50,000 because our present well and 
building are costing in excess of $125,000. To 
put an addition on our present sewer plant 
would increase present minimum water and 
sewer bills from $29.07 to $46.62 for operating 
and maintenance. To connect to Lake Coun- 
ty, bills would go from $29.07 to $64.83 (since 
then the county figures have verbally been 
decreased). We realize our costs to operate 
our present system have increased and rates 
for sewer have not been raised since 1974. 
Don't increases like these propose more sup- 
port from the developers wanting our 
facilities? Sixty acres of tax exempt proper- 
ty mean no real estate tax, no products are 
sold, so no sales tax would be collected. We 
were offered an annexation fee of $15,000. 

If a $19 million development did not accept 
our village it is because in April of 1985 
during our discussions they knew they could 
seek annexation to our neighboring village. 
No development should expect to bring a 
project into a village and not pay to help 
upgrade the systems they will need. We do 
expect to grow, and our residents will see 
some increases but we will not give our 
village away.

Often a pet owner can't 
understand why neighbors 
are cold towards him and his 
pet.

The ex- 
tent of this would depend on

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Collecting Stamps Can Be Fun And Profitable

You can be like globetrot- 
ting King George V and 
Franklin Roosevelt Become 
a philatelist, a stamp ooQee- 
tor. You'll have a bobby 
that's not only fun and 
profitable, but lets you 
travel the world from your 
easy chair.' 

"Stamp collecting is the 
second most popular hobby 
in the U.S. after 
photography," said John 
Ross, a Chicago stamp 
dealer for more than 40 
years. 

Unlike most hobbies, star- 
ting a stamp c oll ect ion 
requires very little equip- 
ment: a stamp album, 
tweezers to handle stamps 
and a magnifying glass. The 



total start-up cost can be as 
little asm 

Until you get experience, 
stamp colterting should be 
treated primarily as a hob- 
by, not an investment 

"It only takes a few weeks 
and some reading to gain ex- 
pertise enough to start 
rollwting stamps," said 
Russ Karli, a stamp dealer 
in Lebanon, Pa. "Be sure to 
take time and gain 
knowledge first before in- 
vesting heaviry." 

But beware, inexperienced 
amateurs rarely get a crack 
at the legitimate great stam- 
ps. 

"Every dealer has a list of 

preferred customers, some 

' of whom have been waiting 



years for a certain rare 
stamp. They will get first 
choice of the valuable stam- 
ps,", said Chicago stamp 
dealer, Jon Subak. 

The value of stamps is 
determined by supply and 
demand, condition and 
sometimes printing errors. 

-SUPPLY AND 

DEMAND. Usually it is a 
limited supply rather than 
great demand, that makes a 
stamp valuable.. 

The world's most valuable 
stamp, the British Guiana 
Magenta, is the ultimate 
limited edition. 

Originally issued by 
British Guiana in 1856, there 
was only one made (no one 
knows why). A British of-

A schoolboy found the 
stamp while rustling through 
a garbage can. And, a few 
years later, about i860, be 
sold it for the equivalent of 
$10. Gradually collectors 
began to realize how 
valuable this stamp really 
was. In 1960 the stamp was 
sold at auction for $1 million. 

The 1931 Zepplin stamp is 
a less exciting example of 
the same principle. Due to 
the Depression, only 60,000 
were issued. One of these is 
now worth $2,000. 

-CONDITION. Just like 
most collectibles, a stamp's 
value will vary with its con- 
dition. 

A mint-condition stamp 
must fulfil] three criteria. It 
must have: all of its gum on 
the back, all of its per- 
forations intact, and be per- 
fectly centered. Uncancelled 
stamps are generally more 
valuable. 

--ERRORS. Printing 
mistakes have value, 
because they are rare. 

"There are three kinds of 
errors-freaks, oddities and 
major errors," said Bob 
Dumaine, a Houston stamp 
dealer and error specialist. 
"Freaks are minor errors, 
like a stamp with only half a 
design, or oddities such as 
missing or crooked per- 
forations. 

"Major errors are stamps 
with missing or wrong colors 



or inverted designs. Major 
errors are the only errors 
with real value." 

"The most valuable major 
error is the Inverted Jenny, 
the first U.S. Air Mail stamp, 
issued in 1918. It is now wor- 
th about $100,000," Dumaine 
said. 

Experts advise that errors 
in general are a good in- 
vestment; however, it 
depends on when you buy. 
Don't rush in, wait to see if 
more show up.- 

"If you wait you can 
usually get the stamps about 
five percent cheaper," said 
Dumaine. 

-BLIND LUCK. If you are 
in the right place at the right 
time, you can make money 
on new anomalies. 

In 1978, the U.S. Post Of- 
fice issued two varieties of 
regular stamps. The rare 
variety only had 10 per- 
forations instead of the 
regular 12 and had only been 
issued in Washington, D.C. 
before the mistake was 
caught. A $l book of these is 
now worth upwards of $70. 

-BUYING AND 

SELLING. There are three 
ways for collectors to buy 
and sell their stamps- 
through the mail, through a 
. dealer or at an auction. 

Selling through the mail 
brings the highest yield 
because there is no mid- 
dleman. However, it is often 
hard to match buyers and 
sellers. Buyers and sellers 



find each other by ad- 
vertising what they wish to 
buy and sell in popular 
stamp magazines. 

Dealers usually pay about 
half the list price for a 
stamp, depending what they 
perceive is the demand for 
that stamp. 

Auctions are where stam- 
ps often achieve their 
highest price, but auc- 
tioneer's commissions and 
costs bring down the seller's 
yield. 

For more information, 
collectors rely on 
catalogues. The three most 
well-known catalog and 
album publishers are Scott 
Publishing Co. and Minkus 
Publications, Inc., based in 
New York, and H.E. Harris 
& Co., based in Portsmouth, 
N.H. 

The "Scott Catalogue of 
World Stamps" and the 
"Scott Catalogue of U.S. 
Stamps," are both popular 
general catalogs. 

Minkus prints both general 
and specialized catalogs, 
which include stamps not 
considered to be postal 
issues. 

The "Harris Catalogue of 
U.S. Stamps," is less ex- 
pensive and deals only with 
U.S. and Canadian stamps. 
This popular catalogue 
features pictures of the 
stamps listed.

Taxpayers claiming deductions and 
credits for business use of passenger 
automobiles and other listed property, such 
as trucks, boats and airplanes, must submit 
the following information with their income 
tax return in response to specific questions: 
—Date placed in service, and percentage of 
business use. 

—Whether there is evidence to support the 
deduction, and whether the evidence is writ- 
ten. 

—The total number of miles driven during 
the year, with a breakdown for business, 
commuting and personal mileage. 
—Whether the vehicle was available for per- 
sonal use in off-duty hours, and whether 
another vehicle was available for personal 
use. 

If an employer furnishes an automobile to 
an employee, the employee must give the in- 
formation to his employer so that be can an- 
swer these questions in his return.

Q: Why do better players sometimes use a sand wedge (rom a 
position near the green instead of a pitching wedge? 



The choice is always based on what lies between the ball and 
the cup. Consider that you may be In a fairly deep rough, or 
that the ball must travel up and over a trap or water, or that the 
pin may be set close to the fringe. In each case your sand 
wedge would be the best choice If used correctly. The greater 
loft combljied with the roundness of the sole will float the ball 
much like an explosion shot from a bunker whereas the 
pitching wedge will bring the ball out too low and too fast. To 
execute this shot open your stance, choke down on the club, 
and quickly break the wrists as you take the club back. At 
Impact allow your hands to roll under the ball causing the face 
to open slightly. Check yourself on this shot to be sure you 
have done it correctly by looking at the club face at 
completion. The face must be aiming directly up or toward 
the sky If you are to achieve this high soft shot.

I am also reminded 
that we had to report deaths 
from carbon monoxide 
poisoning occuring as a 
result of people burning 
charcoal briquets in an 
enclosed area. The nights 
are still cold and charcoal 
has been used to keep warm 
inside a tent or camper."

There are warning labels 
at the top of every bag of 
charcoal briquets and these 
labels identify the hazard of 
carbon monoxide poisoning. 
"But, what some of the 
public is not aware of is the 
fact that carbon monoxide is 
a tasteless; odorless, in- 
visible gas," she said. 

Symptoms of carbon 
monoxide (CO) poisoning 
are- similar to the flu: 
headache, dizziness, nausea. 
When concentrations reach a 
high enough level, victims 
suffer confusion and finally 
loss of consciousness. 

Consumers may not 
realize that burning char- 
coal produces large amounts 
of carbon monoxide and that 



it only takes a small amount 
of CO in the air to produce 
symptoms of CO poisoning 
and even death. Opening a 
window or using a fan will 
not assure the CO gas will be 
reduced to safe levels. 

A final warning concerns 
the use of burning charcoal 
in the home's fireplace. 
That, too, can be hazardous 
because it is questionable 
whether a charcoal fire will 
create a chimney draft 
sufficient to assure that CO 
will be exhausted to the 
outside. "Remember, you 
can't see and can't smell 
carbon monoxide., It can be 
there without your knowing 
it has accumlated," 
Richardson said.

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Attorneys Uncover 'Crises 



Patrick A. Salvi and Kerry 
A. Forman, personal injury 
attorneys in Waukegan, 
represent victims of medical 
negligence, negligent 
automobile drivers and 
defective products. 

According to the 
Waukegan attorneys, there 
is a so-called "insurance 
crisis" in Illinois. There 
have been numerous articles 
blaming insurance premium 
increases on large awards 
made in personal injury 
lawsuits. Because the at- 
torneys are aware that the 
insurance industry has laun- 
ched a high-priced lobbying 
effort to pass laws to limit 
recoveries for injured vic- 
tims, they feel compelled to 
set the record straight. 

Salvi said the insurance 
firm has heard from various 
business people about the 
fact that their business 
liability insurance rates 
have gone up 

dramatically. "We were 
curious as to why there was 
such a large increase in 
premiums when we had not 
seen a significant increase in 
claims or awards against the 
vast majority of business 
persons," declared Salve. 
"Accordingly, we did some 
research." 
He continued: "It turns 



out that insurers cannot 
prove that rate hikes and 
policy cancellations are due 
to high awards. The reason 
there is a 'crisis' is not jury 
awards, but an eight-year 
long insurance company 
price war. That price war, 
which did not. end until 1984 
left many insurers with 
depleted reserves out of 
which to pay claims and, 
worse from their view, too 
li tile money for investments. 
In the late 1970's and early 
1980's the insurers cut their 
prices as they competed for 
business and for investment 
capital. Suddenly, they now 
fear they had cut rates too 
much to cover claims. What 

we now see is the insurance 
industry making up for lost 
ground at our expense. For 
example, the March 10, 1906, 
'Business Week' editorial in 
demonstrating that the in- 
surance company's com- 
plaints were unproven, said 
a survey of 270 day care cen- 
ters done for the National 
Assn. for the Education of 
Young Children showed 90 
percent of all day care cen- 
ters had never experienced a 
claim on their liability 
policy. The highest claim 
among these centers was 
$15,000. Despite these hard 



facts, the insurance carriers 
demanded substantial in- 
creases in premiums. 

"The legislation that 
should be supported is the 
legislation proposed by the 
Illinois Trial Lawyers Assn. 
This organization is seeking 
the passage of insurance 
reform laws that would 
require the Dept. of In- 
surance to approve in- 
surance rates, require .in- 
surance companies to justify 
abnormal rate increases, 
'provide adequate staffing 
and funding of the. Dept. of 
Insurance to regulate the in- 
surance industry, require in- 
surance companies to give 
advance notice to the Dept. 
of Insurance of their in- 
tention not to renew certain 
lines of insurance, and 
require insurance com- 
panies to show justification 
for drastic rate increases for 
certain classes of insurers 
when there has been little or 
no claim experience. These 
proposals make a great deal 
more sense than preventing 
a severely injured person 
from receiving just and 
adequate compensation." 

"No one believes that 
claims that have no merit 
should be filed," Salvi 
stated, and went on to say 
that no person should be 



sued unless they have been 
negligent or made a defec- 
tive product. "But, in- 
surance companies do not 
primarily concern them- 
selves with doing whatever 
is necessary to prevent 
baseless claims, that limit 
the recovery of persons who 
are brain-damaged, 
paralyzed, maimed and 
otherwise injured by drunk 
and negligent drivers, 
negligent doctors and 
careless product manufac- 
turers." 

Salvi said they daily hear 
horror stories of victims, 
and want to respectfully 
warn the public. For most 
persons, an injury caused 
through the fault of another 
is someone else's problem. 
The immedidate concern of 
the average person is his car 
insurance or business in- 
surance rates. "Do not be 
mislead by an industry that 
is one of the most 
sophisticated in terms of 
maximizing profits," Salvi 
warned. 

He concluded: "Do you 
seriously believe insurance 
companies have your best in- 
terest at heart? If the in- 
surance company's 
legislation passes, I am 
afraid we will all be very 
sorry."

To Hold Auction

Tbe annual Antique Show and Safe, for the 
benefit of tbe Lakes Region Historical 
Society, will be held at the VFW Action 
Center, 75 North Ave, Antioch on Saturday 
and Sunday, April 19 and 20. 

Twenty-five major. antique dealers from, 
northern Illinois and southern Wisconsin will 
display quality antiques. There wilt be a wide 
variety of items including furniture, jewelry, 
linens, primitives, china, glassware, hooked 
rugs, and World War I items. Serious 
collectors and newcomers alike are sure to 
find treasures to their liking. 

The proceeds from this sale will be used to 
support tbe fledgling Historical Society 
1 Museum, located at the corner of Main and 
Depot Sts. in Antioch. This society is strictly 
. a non-profit organization: all work is volun- 
teer and all acquisitions are donated. 

The museum is housed in the restored 
Antioch Grade School building built in 1892. 
This was not the first school structure. 
Except for a few surviving photographs 
attesting to its existence, very little is known 
about tbe original one-story frame school 
building. 

The routine museum i<; a two-stnrv vellnw 



brick structure. It retains its, original';. 
woodwork, wainscoating, hand-carved trim, 
and double stairway. Construction began in 
1891. To date, the only workman of record 
was Hugh G. Dardis of Racine County, 
Wis. The museum hopes to obtain some of his 
tools for display. 

As far as can be determined, the initial 
enrollment of the school was 12 students. 
Until 1915, the second floor was used as a „ 
two-year high school. Students who wished to 
continue their high school education had to 
attend school in Waukegan. 

, Fortunately, the original brass school bell 
was stored by school district 34 and was 
turned over to the society.
